He said that this was a serious considera- 
tion ina building which on some occasions 
would be crowded with people, Te ques- 
tioned if the Council wished to see a Bud- 
densieck in Calgary. 

Councillor Millward stated that the con- 
tractor was ready to answer objections at 
any time, and that he wes confident that 
not a nail had been put in contrary to the 
specifications. 

After some further discussion the letter 
was filed, the council seeming to be of the 
opinion that Mr. McCoskrie'’s remarks 
were dictated from a sense of personal 
hostility to the contractor. 

It was stated that the Hall would be 
ready tor occupation by Sept. 15th. 

An application was read from Mr. 
Spaight applying for the position of care- 
taker at the «ll. The application was 
filed. 

By-law No. 26 was discussed in Commit- 
tee. This by-law provides for the main- 
tenance, grading and ditching of the roads, 
streets etc. in the municipality of the town 
of Calgary. Itexacts one day's labour 
for real property of the value of $300, two 
day's for $600, three day's for $1,200, four 
day's for $2,400, five day's for $2,800, and 
soon in proportion. ‘he by-law passed 
three readings. 

The Clerk was ordered to memorialize 
Mr. Pearce with regard to the immediate 
opening of the New Cemetery. 

The Council then adjourned.

I ask the Rev. Mr. Dyke, or 
man, if he ever 
heard of a drunkard being reformed by a 
harsh fine or imprisonment? Can you re- 
form a country by filling it with whiskey 
spies and informers, to prevent sale of 
liquor? Has the North-West been reform- 
ed by inducing or almost forcing a large 
body of police to act av informers? A law 
that must be entorced by the aid of a uni- 
form, you may take it for granted, is 
against the will of the people. If a law is 
against the will of*the people it cannot be 
enforced. Experience proves that. But 
when you make an arbitrary law withont 
the consent of the people, arm a thousand 
men, encourage thum by half a most out- 
rageous fine to enforce this law, you not 
only debase the armed force and render 
them contemptible, but induce every hon- 
est thinking man to do his utmost to evade 
the law. Why is it not a disgrace to be 
drunk in Calgary? Because the people 
have an utter disgust for the law as now 
constituted, and the means taken to en- 
force it, and it is considered rather clever 
to get intoxicate?, and the stolen truit 
tastes much sweeter than that legally pro- 
cured. Father Lacombe complains in his 
letter that the Indians get the liquor, and 
asks that it be prohibited on that ground, 
This ground is good, if true, I have lived 
four years here and have never seen an In- 
dian drunk, or eyen one that had procured 
liquor, and | can bring the experience of 
every police officer and old resident in the 
country to prove that the Indians do not 
get liquor but in the most exceptional cases 
and the reason is plain—they have nothing 
to buy it with. Father Lacombe knows 
well that prohibition, and the law uphold- 
ing it, is tyrannical and unreasonable, and 
uses the Indian plea. He knows well that 
his pulpit is the place to inculcate tempe- 
rance, and he knows well that all the peo- 
ple in this country are as much against 
letting Indians have liquor as be is, and 
also know well they get precious little.
